SAN JOSE (UPI) — A zoologist says 
the oil encrusted sea elephants report­ 
ed dead or dying on San Miguel Island 
in the Santa Barbara Channel "were in a 
comatose sleep.” 
Peter Batten, curator of the San Jose 
Zoological Gardens, said Thursday he 
didn’t "know what all the fuss is about” 
regarding the reported deaths of nine of 
the huge mammals. 
Last Friday Batten examined a group 
of the sea elephants covered with oil 
from a leaking offshore well and he ela­ 
borated his findings Thursday. 
” 1 think some of the people have not 
seen too many elephant seals,” he said, 
"and they didn’t realize that they lie 
around like that anyway, whether they’ve 
got oil on them or not.” 
Biologists from the state Department 
of Fish and Game returned to the island 
this week and discovered all of the 
seals reported to be sick or dead had 
vanished, except one. 
The department said its scientists 
were not sure whether the animals were 
washed away by heavy seas or swam off 
on their own. 
"I know they would have lived,” Bat­ 
ten said. "There’s not any question of 
it.”

General strike 
paralyzes Italy 


ROME (UPI) — Italy slowed to a crawl 
for three hours today in a nationwide gen­ 
eral strike called to protest what un­ 
ions called policy brutality in the south­ 
ern city of Battipagalia where two per­ 
sons died and 123 were injured in riot­ 
ing Wednesday. 
Trains and muncipal buses came to a 
halt throughout the nation in the strike 
called by Italy’s three largest labor un­ 
ions. Long distance telephone service 
was interrupted. Some factories shut 
down. Trains halted for one hour. 
In some respects the strike was large­ 
ly symbolic. It lasted from 2 to 5 p.m. 
— the hours when millions of Italians 
were away from work anyway, enjoying an 
afternoon siesta.

Mrs. Thomas, currently board chair­ 
man, produced the results of a study 
which she says shows that the basic 
tax rate for the district has not been 
raised for the past 19 years. She said 
that figures show that in the days before 
unification (the district unified in 1960) 
the combined rate amounted to $3.73. 
Today the rate is $3,80 including the 
overrides, she said. The basic rate for 
the local district is $2.62. This rate 
can only be changed by a vote of the 
people. 
In explaining the history of local 
tax rates, Mrs. Thomas did not com­ 
pare assessed valuations during the 
same period of time. Officials of the 
local assessor’s office this morning 
pointed out that in the days before uni­ 
fication, most property was assessed at 
10, 13 and 15 per cent of the market 
value. Today, most property is assessed 
at almost 25 per cent with the average 
about 22 per cent, the official noted. 
Tackling the problem of the district’s 
financial deficit, all candidates shared 
the contention that legislation now pend­ 
ing at state and federal levels would be 
necessary to afford a solution. 
Candidate Holmdahl didn’t contest the 
need for state and federal legislation 
to combat the problem but he pointed 
out that the district must live within 
its income. He said the district in the 
past has operated on income not yet in 
hand. He described that as wishful think­ 
ing. 
Asked whethe r the schools should teach 
sex education in the classrooms produced 
a variety of answers. 
Mrs. Boyer said that if sex education 
is to be introduced it should be done 
carefully. She said that whether it should 
be taught in the classroom depends upon 
the type of information available. If 
appropriate information is available it 
should be presented but it "doesn’t have 
to be labeled sex education,” she said. 
Mrs. Dial said that sex education re­ 
quires a very special person and that it 
is difficult to find such people. She said 
she felt sex education should be a pro­ 
gram of the type which would get par­ 
ents involved. 
Holmdahl said that sex education can 
be taught in school by qualified person­ 
nel but that the classes should be at the 
discretion of the child and parent. 
Vance said he felt that sex educa­ 
tion should be taught mostly at home. 
Mrs. Thomas said that if the question 
was relating to the type of sex educa­ 
tion being taught in the San Mateo dis­ 
trict, then the adults there need a lot of 
teaching. If students get sex education 
in a setting whereby it is meaningful, then 
it is very appropriate, she said.

At Sioux Falls, S.D., they watched 
warily for sand boils; 
at Humboldt, 
Iowa, they thought about rationing water, 
and at La Crosse, Wis., they prepared 
for a flood today. 
At Cherokee, Iowa, flood watchers 
were smiling — they thought they’ve seen 
the worst this year. 
More than 3,500 persons had aban­ 
doned their homes to rampaging rivers 
in four midwestern states and more were 
leaving daily. A major trek was expected 
during the coming week in southeastern 
Minnesota as the Minnesota and Missis­ 
sippi rivers begin major flooding. 
Army engineers, civil defense work­ 
ers and other volunteers worked through 
the night at Sioux Falls trying to save 50 
homes, several small businesses, the 


John Morrell and Co. meat packing plant 
and the Sioux Falls Stockyards, one of the 
major midwestern stockyards. 


Weather woes of a different sort lash­ 
ed the Southwest. A severe wind and hail­ 
storm lashed Jai, N.M., blowing down 
power lines, 
uprooting trees and dam­ 
aging a drive-in theater. 
Hail the size of golf balls accompanied 
a violent thunderstorm near Andrews 
in West Texas. Otherwise, the nation’s 
adverse 
weather was confined to rain 
in the Atlantic states and northern Rock­ 
ies. 


The west fork of the Des Moines Riv­ 
er, already slightly over flood stage at 
Humboldt, Iowa, is expected to rise six 
feet higher by early next week. 
The superintendent of the water plant 


said Thursday that when the river rose 
two more feet, motors whould have to be 
removed from the water plant and the 
water rationed for the community of 
5,000 j>ersons. 
But 100 residents at Cherokee, Iowa, 
on the banks of the 1 ittle Sioux River, 
thought about moving back in. After eight 
days of flooding the river crested Thurs­ 
day and fiad begun dropping. Sandbag 
fillers and toters who had been labor­ 
ing at their back-breaking work, took a 
breather. 
A 30-block area of Cherokee had been 
inundated by the floodwaters. But Cher­ 
okee residents looked on the bright side. 
They noted happily that the floodwaters 
this time were cleaner than in previous 
floods, making their cleanup operation 
much easier. 


The reason for the comparatively 
clean floodwaters 
was that they were 
caused by snow melting rather than the 
heavy rain type of flood that washes 
mud and debris into the floodwaters, set­ 
tling on the floors of homes when the 
flood recedes. 


In Minnesota, where a state of emer­ 
gency had been declared by Gov. Harold 
Levander who asked President Nixon 
to declare 58 counties major disaster 
areas, more than 1,100 families had been 
evacuated. 


Three deaths have been reported due 
to the floods, all in Minnesota. The 
Army Corps of Engineers says it has 
spent $15 to $20 million on flood pre­ 
parations this year.

Senate finance unit 
approves pay increase 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) 
— The Senate Finance Committee Thursday after 
endorsement by the Reagan administration — approved a bill to boost legisla­ 
tors’ salaries 20 per cent to keep up with the cost of living. 
The measure by Sen. James Q. Wedworth, D-Hawthorne, was sent on a unan­ 
imous voice vote to the floor of the upper house. 
Deputy State Finance Director Roy Bell, speaking for the administration, 
told the committee the hike was "completely in line” with cost of living in­ 
creases. 
Legislative Analyst A. Alan Post, who also endorsed the increase, reported 
it would cost taxpayers $576,000 to boost lawmakers' salaries from $16,000 
to $19,200 effective Jan. 4, 1971. 
"It is not an increase in any real salary,” Post said. "It only is keeping 
up with payment for services approved earlier.” 
Voters in 1966 approved a constitutional amendment increasing salaries for 
legislators from $6,000 to the current $16,000 — the highest in the nation. 
Legislators, who also are given a car and use of oil company credit card, 
now meet in annual sessions, instead of every two years as before approval 
of the pay increase. 
The amendment provided tliat lawmakers could raise their salaries 5 per 
cent annually after 1967 to meet cost of living increases. The 20 per cent boost 
effective in 1971 would cover the preceding four years, when no hikes were 
approved.

Officials In Tay Ninh, 60 miles north­ 
west of Saigon and only a few miles 
from the Cambodian border, said nine 
civilians were killed and more than 90 
soldiers wounded, five of them Ameri­ 
cans Another 50 South Vietnamese sol­ 
diers were reported missing. 
Officials said the mortar fire blew 
up two ammunition dumps holding more 
than 200 tons of ammunition and that the 
explosion destroyed 50 houses and dam­ 
aged 45 in the city of 150,000 persons.

Apollo 11, the first planned 
landing mission, is scheduled 
for 
launch 
in mid-July and 
Apollo 12 could blast off as 
early as Nov. 10. 
Starting with Conrad’s mis­ 
sion, informed sources said the 
pace of Apollo spaceflights will 
be slowed to every four-to-six 
months under new space agency 
orders. Originally flights were 
scheduled two months apart. 
The new schedule applies to at 
least four and possibly nine 
moon missions. 
Apollo 11 will be the last 
flight under the old schedule. It 
will be flown by astronauts Neil 
Armstrong,Michael Collins and 
Edwin “ Buz’’ Aldrin. 
The official announcement of 
the Apollo 12 crew selection 
said the second landing was 
scheduled sometime 
between 
November and January, “ Four 
to six months after the Apollo 
11 mission.” 
“ Preliminary plans call for 
Apollo 12 to land at a site other 
than No. 2, for which Apollo 11 
is targeted,” a space agency 
spokesman said. 
There are five sites along the

which

agency has selected as most

missions.

Days of World War II 
as Dutch pilot relived

A Dutch World War II pilot 
who made history with a non­ 
stop flight has turned into a non­ 
stop 
American businessman. 
Bill landman, 
56, owner of a 
motel on North H Street, im­ 
migrated to the United States 
from the Netherlands 16 years 
ago to start a new life. How he 
got here actually begins with the 
saga of World War II. 
“ The Flying Dutchman” pi­ 
loted and navigated a two-engine 
PBY flying boat with a five-man 
crew 
in 
the first non - stop 
across the Indian Ocean from 
Trincomalee, Ceylon to Perth, 
Western Australia in May 1945. 
The 3,150 nautical mile flight 
of over 27 hours was entirely 
by celestial navigation, as very 
little weather forecasts were 
available. 
The 
wings 
were 
equipped with extra tanks. The 
event was the harbinger of two 
more such flights by landman. 
Holland declared war on Ja­ 
pan Dec. 8, 1941 - “ my birth­ 
day present,” says Landman — 
and for the next 11 years, he 
was a commissioned officer in 
the Royal Netherlands Naval 
Air Force. 


With 
the 
321 
RAF Dutch 
Squadron, 
he was shot down 
twice in the southwest Pacific, 
rescued from rubber rafts and 
survived several 
wounds to 
carry on “quite a bit of intelli­ 
gence work for the Dutch East 
Indies where 1 was born.” The 
country is now known as the Re­ 
public of Indonesia. 
During nights, he many times 
carved 
out 
his own landing 
strips in isolated, 
predesig­ 
nated spots to pick up nests of 
Japanese 
spies 
captured by 
the Allies for transport to pri­ 
son camps. Contact was com­ 
pleted in the inky blackness by 
flashlight signals. 
Along with his collection of 11 
paper bills, each representing 
a different country, is a 10 
rupee note from Ceylon, auto- 
graphed by Louis Mountbatten, 
first earl of Burma. 
During 
World War II, the British naval 
leader was the supreme allied 
commander for Southeast Asia 
from 1943 to 1946. 
Landman’s 
retiring 
rank 
before coming to the 
United 
States was that of Lt. Command- 
er, at the helm of Sour aba ja Na­ 
val Base in Java following the 
War. A veteran of 1200 com­ 
bat mission hours, the com­ 
mand pilot logged a total of 
over 7,000 hours. 
From his experiences, he ac­ 
quired 
flying 
knowledge and 
proficiency in assorted amphi­ 
bia and such aircraft as the C- 
46, 
C-47 and B-24. Besides 
his native tongue and fluent Eng­ 
lish, he has gained command of 
other 
languages: 
German, 
French and Malayan from the 
Indonesian Archipelago. 
But he lost a wife, whom he 
said disappeared 
without 
a 
trace during the war. 
“ To 
breathe fresh a ir,” he decided 
to immigrate to the 
United 


States, hoping to get a job fly­ 
ing commercially. He “ wasdis­ 
appointed” to learn that it was 
first imperative to obtain citiz­ 
enship. 
In Mississippi, 
he met his 
future 
wife, 
Gertrude; 
they 
have ' oen married for 15 years. 
He became 
employed with the 
Colgate - Palmolive Company 
in Phoenix, 
Ariz., as a sales 
representative 
for 
several 
years before moving to San 
Jose, Calif, 
where 
he be­ 
came 
established as a real 
estate broker. 
Retaining his 
love of flying, Landman has in­ 
termittently 
kept 
a private 
plane. In San Jose, he owned a 
Cessna 
which he used 75 per 
cent of the time to show his 
clients land for sale. He sold the 
plane 
when he and his wife 
moved to Lompoc recently, but 
plans 
to buy 
another soon. 
Meanwhile, 
he keeps up his 
flying time at the Lompoc Air­ 
port. 
One of the motivations for 
their move to Lompoc was the 
increasing smog and congestion 
in San Jose.

A university spokesman said 
the warning was the required 
Sex class 
guidelines 
debated

State 
Board 
of 
Education 
recommends that instruction in 
sex of California school child­ 
ren from kindergarten through 
high school stress morality and 
be conducted voluntarily. 
The position is contained in a 
series of guidelines adopted 
without dissent by the board 
Thursday after a marathon day­ 
long hearing. 
In accepting the guidelines to 
schools proposed by Dr. John R. 
Ford, a San Diego physician, 
the board rejected appeals by 
representatives of the 
John 
Birch Society and some church 
groups that sex education be 
removed from the classroom. 
About 250 spectators jammed 
the board’s hearing room and 
frequently broke into applause 
and 
occasional jeers as 30 
witnesses praised or condemn­ 
ed sex instruction in the schools» 
There was virtually no response 
from the audience when the 
board approved the standards 
on a voice vote. 
Basically, 
they urge local 
schools to include sex education 
as a “ necessary part of our 
over-all educational system” 
from kindergarten through high 
school. 
But 
the board stressed that 
education in sex be voluntary 
and be taught by a “ team of 
qualified instructors.” It sug­ 
gested 
instruction in human 
reproduction start at age 9. 
Recommended also was that 
local citizens committees — 
whose members included physi­ 
cians, clergymen, police offi­ 
cials school administrators and 
parent-teacher groups — first 
screen materials used 
in sex 
instruction. 
The 10-member board urged 
that “ harmful effects ofprema- 
rital sex, etc., and a code of 
morals be emphasized with no 
derogatory instruction relative 
to religious beliefs and ethics, 
and 
to parents’ beliefs and 
teachings.” 
It said that teachers should 
emphasize the family unit “ and 
especially moral values.” 
In 
urging adoption of the 
guidelines, 
somewhat 
more 
liberal than those proposed by 
Dr. 
Max 
Rafferty’s 
State 
Department of Edcuation, Ford 
told the board: 
“ If we are going to take 
morality out of education at any 
level, then we should cease 
teaching that subject.” 
The department recommence 
ed to the board that it urge 
instruction in sex and family 
life starting in the fifth grade 
and that boys and girls be 
taught separately. 
It said, “ sex education should 
not 
include 
instruction 
or 
discussion ofsexual techniques’ 
and suggested that teachers not 
answer “ all” student questions.

Schaefer said that lbpercent 
of persons over 10 years of age 
in the Texas nutrition survey 
reported they were unable to 
chew some foods because ofthe 
condition of their teeth.

Schaefer replied: “ By signs of 
malnutrition or under-nutrition 
you are talking about growth

Reagan outlines anti-crime program 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. 
Ronald Reagan Thursday sent 
the legislature his 12-point pro­ 
program a i m e d a t” avictory 
in the war on crim e” in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Pornography, electronic sur­ 
veillance, drugs, firearm s, ri­ 
ots and 
probation 
problems 
were all included, along with the 
announcement of “ the first full- 
scale public service advertising 
program on drug abuse in the 
country.” 
The governor said “ one of the 
country’s leading advertising 
agencies” had volunteered to 
conduct the statewide antidrug 
abuse campaign. 
“ Our crime rate is the highest 
in the nation,” Reigan said in 
his 
written message to the 
legislature. 
“ In 
fact it ap­ 
proaches a rate almost twice 
that of the national average.” 
He 
said 
the package 
of 
proposed legislation, parts of 
which 
have 
already 
been 
introduced by various lawma­ 
kers, was a “ multi-discipline 
approach” resulting from ideas 
of local government and the 
California Council on Criminal 
Justice. 
Reagan’s proposals included: 
Pornography-forbid its sale 
to minors. “ This filth poisons 


the 
minds 
of 
our 
youth,” 
Reagan 
said. He called for 
different standards for judging 
“ smut which may have little 
effect on adults, but which is 
harmful to juveniles.” 


He also called for legislation 
which would consider the slant 
of advertisements in determin­ 
ing 
whether

intended to appeal to prurient 
interest. 
Homosexuality—“ provide that 
matter which appeals to deviant 
sexual interest can be prosecut­ 
ed.” 


Bugging—“ permit 
law 
en­ 
forcement to utilize modern 
technical methods 
of surveil­ 
lance,” when authorized bv a 
warrant. 
Informants—allow police in­ 
formants to remain anonymous 
when their information is used 
to justify searches and arrests. 


Firearm s 
— “ Any 
person 
armed with a firearm during 
the commission of a crime or at 
the time of his arrest should not 
be granted probation.” 
Riots — remove language 
which requires that “ specific 
intent” to inspire violence be 
proven against persons accused 
of inciting riots. 


Drugs — ask the federal 
government to “ stop immedi­ 
ately the flow of narcotics and 
other drugs” from Mexico into 
California. 


Campus violence — increase 
penalties for attacks on campus 
police. 


Probation—broaden and ex­ 
tend the local probation subsidy 
program, begin work furloughs 
for Youth Authority wards and 
for narcotics addicts who are 
civilly committed.

to 
head 
the 
agency 
last 
September he discovered most 
of 
its 
activities 
were 
not 
necessary or could be “ more 
properly” 
handled 
by other 
state agencies. 
“ When I stopped doing them 
(the activities) nothing particu­ 
larly 
happened,’’ 
he told a 
reporter. “ I saw no reason to 
continue.” 
Boone said he “ astonished” 
other 
Reagan 
administration 


staff members when he made 
his 
proposal. 
But 
he 
said 
“ everyone concurred with the 
suggestion.” 
He said he discussed abolish­ 
ing 
the 
office 
at a recent 
meeting 
of 
nuclear 
energy 
industry leaders and “ no one 
could say why we should have 
an Office of Nuclear Energy.” 
The Concord resident and his 
secretary were the only em­ 
ployes of the agency. He said 
his secretary will transfer to 
another state department. 
Boo»e has accepted a $17,800- 
a-year job as assistant to the 
plant 
manager 
at 
Aerojet- 
General’s nuclear division at 
San Ramon. He is returning to 
a post he held before entering 
state service. 
Under Bonn’s proposal, the 
agency’s radiation protection 
duties will be transferred to the 
Department of Public Health 
and its other duties will be 
taken over by the resources 
agency.

for tax rebates and concessions

Holmquist. 
Deadline is April 15. 
The state had been ready to 
hand out up to $3-m illion in the 
$60 tax rebates and another $3 
m illion, perhaps, in assessm en t 
cuts that w ere claim ed.

per returns, it was felt, although 
no one knows at this point how 
many valid filings have been 
made.

Roberto DeVicenzo. 
Dismayed that the details of a 
personal 
near 
tragedy 
had 
leaked out, De Vicenzo none­ 
theless confirmed that a serious 
motorcycle 
accident almost 
took the life of his 22-year-old 
son, Roberto, Jr., not far from 
where the family lives in Buenos 
Aires. 
“ It happened two weeks ago,” 
De 
Vicenzo 
said. 
“ If 
it 
happened last week I would not 
be here now. There would be no 
Masters for me this year. My 
son is all right now. That is the 
only reason I am playing. It 
was a close call. As a father, I 
can say this: When it happened, 
the last thing in the world I 
think of is golf.” 
Young De Vicenzo was thrown 
from his cycle rounding a curve 
three miles from a town called 
Ranelagh, which is a suburb of 
Buenos Aires. 
“ He fell here,” his father 
said, pointing to his head, “ and 
had a brain concussion. Wnen 
he was lying in the street, he, 
how you say, lose conscious and 
blood come from his mouth.” 
De Vicenzo was telling the 
story in the clubhouse grill here 
and a close friend, sitting at the 
same table, helped him over 
some of the rough spots because 
Roberto’s English occassional- 
ly lands him in a sand trap. 
“ Two men picked up your son 
and stopped a bus traveling 
between Ranelagh and Beia- 
zategui,” the friend said, and 
Roberto nodded. 
“ The bus driver allowed them 
to get on and while they were 
riding it looked so bad for your 
boy that one of the men used 
mouth-to-mouth 
breathing 
to 
resuscitate him,” the friend 
went on. 
“ That is right,” DeVicenzo 
said. “ I did not know anything 
about this and when they tell 
me I rush from the city to the 
hospital. You should see the 
way my son looked. I can not 
describe it, that’s how bad.” 
But with good medical care, 
Roberto, Jr., came around and 
the last thing he told his father 
before he took off for the U.S. 
was: 
“ C'mon, papa, 
play 
good 
when you get there.” 
As an afterthought, his son 
added: 
“ Check your score, too.” 


De Vicenzo can smile now 
talking about the horrible way 
his son’s skull hit the pavement 
when the motorcycle skidded 
but he admits he was beside 
himself right after the accident. 
“ You allow your son to ride 
one of those things?” someone 
at the table asked him. 
“ What can I do?” said De 
Vicenzo 
with 
a gesture 
of 
helplessness. “ Have you ever 
been a father? You try stop 
your son from something.” 
De Vicenzo will be 46 years 
old Monday and there are some 
sentimentalists who are think­ 
ing what a rotten birthday itwas 
for him last year and saying 
how nice it would be if he really 
had something to celebrate this 
year. 
The South American veteran 
doesn’t seem to care that much 
about winning or losing this 
time. 
“ All I want to do is play golf 
good and see good weather,” he 
laughs.

NOW, THEREFORE, THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LOMPOC DOES

Section 1. A special municipal bond election shall be and is hereby ordered 
and will be held in the City of Lompoc (hereinafter called “ the City” ) on Tues­ 
day, June 3, 1969, at which election shall be subm itted to the qualified electors 
of the City the question of incurring a bonded indebtedness of the City for the 
objects and purposes set forth in the following m easure, to wit; 
Shall the City of Lompoc incur a bonded indebtedness 
in the principal amount of $500,000 for the construc­ 
tion and completion of the following municipal improve­ 
ment, to wit: A fire station building together with ap­ 
purtenances, fixtures and furnishings for the housing 
of all or i>art of the F ire Department to be located on 
city-owned property at the southeast corner of the 
intersection of Maple and ” 1” Street, and such addition­ 
al fire prevention and firefighting equipment, machinery 
and structures as is necessary or convenient for the im ­ 
provement of fire protection services of the City of Lom­ 
poc? 
The estim ated cost of said municipal improvement is the sum of $500,000 
and the amount of the indebtedness proposed to be incurred for said municipal 
improvement is the sum of $500,000. 
Said estim ated cost hereinabove stated for said municipal improvement in­ 
cludes legal and all other fees incidental to or connected with the authoriza­ 
tion, issuance and sale of the bonds evidencing the indebtedness proposed to be 
incurred for such municipal 
improvement and the costs of printing said bonds 
and all other costs and expenses incidental to or connected with the authoriza­ 
tion, issuance and sale of said bonds. 
S ection 2. The Council does hereby submit to the qualified electors of the City 
at said special municipal bond election said m easure set forth in Section 1 of 
this ordinance, and designates and refers to said m easure in the form cf ballot 
hereinafter prescribed for use at said election.

Said special municipal bond election shall be held and conducted, and the 
votes thereof canvassed, and the returns thereof made, and the result thereof 
ascertained and determ ined, as herein provided; and in all particulars not pre­ 
scribed by this ordinance, said election shall be held as provided by law for the 
holding of municipal elections in the City.

All persons qaalified to vote at municipal elections in the City upon the 
date of the election herein provided for shall be qualified to vote upon the mea­ 
su res submitted at said special municipal bond election. 
(c) 
The polls at the polling places hereinafter designated shall be opened at 
7:00 o’clock A.M. of said day of election and shall be kept open continuously 
thereafter until 7:00 o’clock P.M. of said day of election, when the polls shall be 
closed (except as provided in Section 14436 of the Elections Code), and the elec­ 
tion officers shall thereupon proceed to canvass the ballots cast thereat.

Important project 


An important effort is currently underway by the Lompoc 
Jaycees to enlist community support for the Lompoc Narrows 
Dam project. Recognizing the importance of the project, the 
Jaycees heeded the call for assistance by the Fact Committee 
for the dam and took on the task of circulating petitions as a 
means of providing indisputable evidence to our elected rep­ 
resentatives that the project is needed and wanted by an over­ 
whelming majority of the people. 
The County Water Agency, originators of a request for a feas­ 
ibility study, will receive a draft of the final Bureau of Recla­ 
mation findings at their meeting April 22. The study has taken 
nearly five years at a cost of more than $400,000. The study 
shows that the construction of a dam and reservoir for water 
conservation, flood control and recreational enhancement is 
feasible. 
Now is the time for the community to strongly demonstrate 
its support for ffie project as the results of the study commenc­ 
es its bureaucratic rounds for approval. 
The Bureau of Reclamation puts one exception on its feasi­ 
bility findings and that is simply: 
the project is only feasi­ 
ble if the people of the community to be benefitted are willing

the project could only be considered as unfeasible at this time. 
The future of this valley is going to depend on water as 
evidenced by the commitments of our city, Vandenberg AFB 
and Vandenberg Village to purchase the project water. De­ 
velopment of. local water resources now will assure our fu­ 
ture.

Night life 


Night life is really paying off for an 
estimated 1,500 students at Lompoc Adult 
School, according to Domenico Signorel­ 
li, principal. You might say things are 
jumping. 
It was uncertain 
how many of the total 
student body a r e 
seeking high school 
diplomas, but a sig­ 
nificant 
number of 
them are, and the 
sheepskins 
a r e 
awarded in Decem­ 
ber, March or June, 
depending on when 
the student enrolled. 
A student working for his high school 
diploma gets in for a nominal 50 cent 
fee. Those who already have their di­ 
plomas pay a $6 fee per class plus the 
50 cents. Some courses such as cera­ 
mics charge a lab fee for materials 


required by the course. 
Enrollment has stabilized at the pres­ 
ent level over the past several semes­ 
ters, according to Signorelli. 
Lompoc Adult School limped along in 
the 1951-52 school year with a modest 
30 students all enrolled in stenographic 
type courses. 
The real boom began in 1959 when 
Vandenberg Air Force Base began to 
make its presence felt. And in the past 
five years, according to Signorelli the 
school has registered 26,500 students 
and awarded about 1,200 high school 
diplomas. 
Students come from Lompoc, Mission 
Hills, Vandenberg Village and the base. 
The emphasis has been on job prepara­ 
tion and vocational courses are more 
and more in demand. The school of­ 
fers about the same type of courses 
offered In regular high school, but oc­ 
casionally Signorelli gets requests for 
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T here's a fellow here who says if we like the ABM, 
we'll LOVE the 'Doomsday Machine'!" 


such things as cashiering and once a 
potential student asked for a course 
in motorcycle safety. The school has 
never offered the latter course. 
Funds to finance the school come 
mainly from state and federal entitlement 
programs to augment local fund sourc­ 
es. Generally speaking the school is 
self supporting or nearly so, according 
to a report Signorelli gave to the school 
board last Tuesday. Regardless of the 
net balances on either side, however, 
the school is fulfilling a need that is 
important. School trustee Jack Helman 
expressed this thought following Sig­ 
norelli’s presentation. 
Students must be at least 18 years 
old and not enrolled in regular day 
school, or if they are they must have 
their day school principal’s approval 
for the night courses. 
I was impressed with the number of 
high 
school 
diplomas which have 
been awarded. The diversity of those 
accomplishing the goal also impressed 
me. Not long ago readers may like to 
know a diploma was awarded to Many 
Whitehorses. Sounds Indian. Imagine how 
proud of that name he must be, and get­ 
ting a diploma to boot. 
ADD NOTES; 
The library board has added a cash 
register and a film reader to the equip­ 
ment they hope to get under federal en­ 
titlement. An electric typewriter for 
public use is also in the works. In other 
board activities, acting chairman Lar- 
ry Grossman, and trustees, Russell Man- 
seau and Ronald Fick are working on 
the library’s 1969-70 budget. 
Library people are excited these days 
by the number of community groups us­ 
ing the multipurpose room. There’ll be a 
bunch of women one night, a group of 
young people the next day and so on. 
Postmaster Perry Martin is bracing 
for the expected rush to buy a new Apol­ 
lo Eight stamp which is due soon. The 
regular order for the stamps has been 
doubled since Martin’s experience with 
another space issue recently. The public 
snapped up all the stamps in a matter 
of a few days. 
Another stamp that went great guns 
recently was the American Legion stamp, 
according to Martin. The issue disap­ 
peared in a matter of hours. 
Martin, incidentally is still being plagu­ 
ed with pornographic mail being re­ 
ceived in town. The only thing he can do 
is have the recipient sign a form saying 
the mail is offensive to members of the 
household under 18 years of age.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Recovery 


LONDON — The traffic jam on the 
main auto routes began to build up on 
the Thursday before Easter and by Fri­ 
day, seen from the air, there were 
long, serpentine lines stretching through 
the countryside. The newspapers were 
reporting, almost as though it were a 
matter of national pride, that on Satur­ 
day the fatalities had already exceeded 
those of a year ago. 
The London Times 
reports that motor­ 
ists consistently ig­ 
nore t h e warning 
signs, as they flash 
on, indicating an ac-

ahead. 
Five 
accidents at 
Leichester led to the 
warning lights being 
w 
switched on, but mo- 
m 
torists continued to 
drive at high speed, 
according to the Times. With magnifi­ 
cent understatement the Automobile As­ 
sociation observed:' “After the recent 
incidents on the M4 (turnpike) this bla­ 
tant disregard of warning lights is most 
alarming. ” 
Euopeans take the Easter vacation with 
total seriousness. Returning from the 
four or five-day holiday (depending on 
how much time you can wangle before 
and after the long weekend), They will 
put up not only on the highways but in 
crowded planes and trains, with even 
more boring and arduous delays. 
The ritual is the same throughout 
the continent. At dawn on Saturday the 
auto route out of Paris to the south of 
France was jammed. As though to her­ 
ald a human sacrifice for a pagan holi­ 
day the mass circulation newspaper, 
France Soir, carried an article that 
began: 
“ Monsieur, on Monday you will be 
dead. You are 37. You have a wife and 
two children, You have a well-paid job. 
But you will be one of the 80 to 120 
persons killed on the auto routes over 
the Easter weekend.” 
This is European recovery in spades 
or, at any rate, 
recovery of a kind. 
On the upcoming 20th anniversary of 
NATO it can be taken as a testament 
to the resilence, the powerful usurge, 
of Europe’s economy. President Richard 
M. Nixon, when he was here a month ago, 
commented on the striking differences 
between the Europe he saw in 1947, when 
as a young congressman he came with 
the group organized by Christian Her- 
ter, and the Europe of today. 
The surface differences are indeed 
extraordinary. If the economy was as 
brilliant as the weekend skies, which 
were as near to being cloudless as Eng­ 
lish skies can ever be, all would be 
well. But, even with the belt-tightening 
enforced by Prime Minister Harold Wil­ 
son’s shaky government, the British 
continue to live beyond their means. 
A somewhat plaintive observation ac­ 
companies the news that Prime Minister 
Wilson, just back from a futile search 
for peace in Nigeria, has gone off to the 
Scilly Isles for a vacation, keeping 
him away until Thursday. Why shouldn’t 
he be working at disciplining his restive 
cabinet and trying to rebuild the strength 
of the labor government? The latest 
polls show that, if an election were held 
next week, labor would be reduced to a 
minority of 50 as against the 345 seats 
they hold today. 
In France the steps to check infla­ 
tion have been largely ineffective. Al­ 
ways a bit behind the official statistics, 
prices continue to rise. If the big unions 
have stopped short of strikes on a broad 
front, it is for fear that the political 
consequences could mean breakdown and 
anarchy. 
Germany is immured behind the tough, 
resistant mark and a steadily on-going 
economy. Some amelioration has come 
in the measures taken after the currency 
scare of last November with exports 
scaled back. Yet, the imbalance remains, 
contributing to the tension so acute when 
France barely survived the financial 
hemorrhage six months ago. 
As for NATO the military organiza­ 
tion, it can best be described as a hex 
sign. It it there to reassure the Euro­ 
peans and frighten off the Soviets. In 
times of crisis, such as the invasion of 
Czechoslovakia, it looms large. When 


the fever of anxiety subsides it is taken 
for granted. 
America’s 250,000 troops are far and 
away the most important element. Ger­ 
many’s contingent is indifferently trained 
and equipped. Britain worries out the cost 
of maintaining up to 50,000 men, with 
constant pressure to get more compen­ 
sation out of the German government. 
France’s contribution is negligible. 
A reduction in the American force — 
scaling down the hex sign — would mean 
little real change in the situation. The 
trip wire, the plate glass window, would 
still be there. Yet it would bring cries 
of anguish, as witness the tremors over 
Canada’s proposed cutback. 
As they straggle back from the south, 
from the beaches, from the countryside, 
these things, one may surmise, arefarth- 


est from the thoughts of the vacationers. 
The summer holiday is not far off. 
Predictions are for a greater flow of 
trippers out of Britain than in any sum­ 
mer in recent years. The labor govern­ 
ment’s stern measures to limit spend­ 
ing abroad fall short of success, the 
British having learned how to squirrel 
away resources out of the government’s 
reach. 
Except for the tourists around Buck­ 
ingham Palace waiting for the changing 
of the guard, London is an abandoned city 
The travel posters beckon for a season 
in the sun — Marjorca, Esoril, the south 
of France, the Italian Riviera. How long 
lived it may be, this is recovery of a 
kind hard to keep within bounds.

We 
know for a fact that the peach grower 
is deathly afraid of a mass labor walk 
out at picking time. The peach is a per­ 
ishable item and any delay at picking time 
can be a wipeout. For this reason, peach 
growers are cognizant of proper wages 
as related to labor in other crops. But 
the peach grower can still be economi- 
cally’squeezed between the price he gets 
for his peaches and the cost of grow­ 
ing the peaches. Somewhere in between, 
he has to make a living. 
It’s a tough game they are playing in 
San Joaquin Valley. Yet, we are happy 
to see those Armenians throw away those 
pineapples and leis.
